One of 
the extremely encouraging things about this year's hustings is that 
there will be contests for two levels of local government. Anyone 
who has served on a committee or as a member of an organisation knows 
the tremendous difficulty of getting people to take an active and 
positive role in their work. The task of finding people ready to 
serve the general interests of the community, rather than specific 
groups, is doubly difficult and therefore we should be glad to see 
not only the number, but also the quality of the candidates who have 
offered themselves for election. 


Another major problem which is always faced on these occasions is the 
numbing apathy of the people who cannot be bothered to cast their 
vote. Unfortunately they are usually the most vociferous critics of 
the actions and decisions of the elected representatives. 


The simple message is that May 6th provides an opportunity for those 
who say they want a voice in the way their community is run (the 
services it receives) to get out and vote for the candidates who they 
think will best serve the village's interests.

PARISH COUNCIL 

The last meeting of the present Council was held on Tuesday April 20th 
The first meeting of the newly elected Council will be Tuesday May 
18th. See separate sheet for details of the 12 candidates standing 
for the 11 vacancies. Voting will take place at the Church Centre 
on May 6th. Other points to note. 

1. Village Trust and Maintenance . You will see elsewhere in the News 
notice of a village meefing on Thursday May 13th, 8pm, at the Church 
Centre. This meeting will be solely to discuss a possible scheme for 
transferring maintenance arrangements to the Parish Council. It is 
very important that there is full discussion with as many people as 
possible being, present. 

2. Rubbish . Too much is being left around the village and is a health 
hazard as v/e 11 as being unsightly. A new dumping area has now been 
provided near the allotments, just past the Pheasant Rise entrance. 

The dump is accessible from the perimeter road and is within the area 
of earth mounding, between the perimeter road and the allotments. 

3. Tescos . Site work has already started and the store should be open 
by April 1977. During construction the contractors warn that there 
will be dangers, so please keep children away from the site.

4. Cricket square . The re-making of the square is well advanced and 
should provide a usable square by next season. Perhaps the cricketers 
in the village might think about a club. 

5. Pro-x.m golf tournament . Sunday May 23rd is likely to see a large 
influx of cars to the village. We have agreed with the Police on 
parking arrangements for that day. A map of the village will be on 
show in the Mall, nearer the day, indicating the agreed arrangements. 
Please warn your visitors that there may be delays. Crafts Hill 80351 
is the number of the Information Centre which will be the control 
point. If you see any parking which is not consistent with the 
arrangements shown on the plan then phone the police at that number.

bT, Phase 11a - a revised application has now been submitted which w 
will apply only to land to the east of the Drift. It is for 
39 bungalows and 20 houses. The application was welcomed in 
this revised state but suggestions will be made that there is 
a safety hazard in the design of houses/parking areas and also 
that some houses are too close to the edge of the Drift. 


b. Single storey extension to 22 Almond Grove. No objections. 

0. Bookmakers. B & D Bookmakers wish to use Spit Fixings in the 
Mall as a betting shop. While very reluctant to oppose the 
re-opening of a shop the Council v/ill do so because they think 
that with a limited number of shops available the unit should 
provide some service more appropriate to the village needs.

last month's plant exchange and question time was very successful al¬ 
though only a few members attended. For those of you who were unable 
to attend and have a problem in the garden let me know what they are 
and I will try to give the answers to the major or the most common 
problems in next months issue of the News. 

One of the major problems voiced at the April meeting was couch grass 
(twitch or quitch) in lawns, borders and vegetable patches. Couch grass 
is a perennial grass with large root systems. If the roots are broken 
and left in the ground new shoots will appear. This is why it spreads 
so rapidly. Obviously in established borders, lawns and-vegetable 
patches (in growing season) couch grass cannot be dug out. This leaves 
two other methods; 

Weed, killers 

Borders and vegetable garden:- paraquate and other similar v/eed killers 
can be used during the dormant season or when there are no vegetables 
growing without fear of killing off the plants. During the growing season 
it is more difficult. Any of the liquid that gets in contact with the 
plants will be fatal. In lawns:- selective weed killers will kill off 
most weeds but not couch grass as this has the same make up as the lawn 
grasses. Do not use paraquate on lawns. 

By hand 

This brings me to the second method which I think is the safest. It 
requires a little more time and effort but will give you good results. 

In borders and vegetable gardens:- regular hoeing and hand picking the 
tops off the grass will eventually get rid of it. The reasoning behind 
this is that couch grass does not like being cut and so does not grow. 
Lawns:- this principle still applies, regular mowing will rid you of 
couch grass. Mow your lawns a least once a week twice if possible.
